For all its splendor and beauty, the spending plan of Governor La 
Follette has gone the way of the vast co-operative com m onwealth o, 
Governor Olson for M innesota and the expansive state new deal of Gov­ 
ernor M arland for Oklahom a. 
It seems th at in all three, unim agina­ 
tive legislators have caused the wreckage because they could see only the 
oare realities of a situation, not the glory and m agnificence of a dream . 
W hat G overnor La Follette w anted was authority to use the .staie s 
forthcom ing allotm ent of 100 m illion dollars from the federal works- 
relief fund as capital for the building up of a total state fund of 209 
million dollars by the use of scrip, the whole am ount to be spent w ithin 
a year as a guaranteed cure for the depression in the area affected. 
A 
m ajority of the senate w’as not impressed. 
Some of the objectors held 
that the plan was unnecessary, as the state could not spend 100 m il­ 
lion dollars in a year. 
T h at sort of difficulty, it is to be noted, is being 
encountered by the adm inistration w ith its fund of four billion dollais. 
However, the W isconsin legislators, like those of M innesota and 
Oklahoma, are a depressingly practical lot. 
They seem to believe in 
considering all the factors in a case, in looking about thoroughly and in 
counting the casts as well as appraising the benefits. T h at sort of h um ­ 
drum stuff m ay be all right for small business, but it would never bring 
in a new order overnight. 
W hat the three states seem to need is a first-class brain tru st 
to prod their legislatures into a conception of a m ilienium th a t can be 
greatly hastened in its approach; one th at won’t have to be paid for, 
either, by such a sordid thing as taxation.

ELIMINATING THE FIRE-BUG 


One of the more encouraging phases of fire prevention work is 
the decline in arson. 
According to a com m ittee report from the N ation­ 
al Board of Fire U nderw riters, covering the fiscal year th a t closed on 
April 30, 1935, conditions now are bettor th an at any tim e since the 
com m ittee was started. 
Incendiarism is at a relatively low ebb, and is fu rth er declining. 
Investigations and prosecutions are being m ade m ore efficiently, and with 
better results. W eak and ineffectual arson laws have been corrected and 
strengthened. Public officials, especially prosecuting attorneys, are show­ 
ing them selves to be m uch more determ ined th an in the past to stam p 
out the fire-bug. 
The statistics tell the story. 
During the year, arrests for arson 
were the lowest in any year since 1928, while the rate of conviction was 
high. 
Convictions were obtained in 77 per cent of the cases tried, as 
against 70 per cent in the year before. 
A num ber of these convictions 
were of m em bers of organized arson gangs which had caused hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of property loss throughout the country. 
M uch of the credit m ust go to the firu insurance industry which 
has worked unceasingly against the incendiarist. 
It has prepared model 
laws, which have been widely adopted. 
It has sent out trained investi­ 
gators to aid local officials. 
And it has carried questionable fire-loss 
cases to court, and helped to uncover evidence of arson th a t m ight o th er­ 
wise have never been unearthed. 
The arsonist, who works in the dark, has been called, with ju s­ 
tice, the most despicable of crim inals. 
He deserves no mercy. 


DRILL THE PASSENGERS 
Secretary of Commerce Roper announces new regulations to in ­ 
sure greater safety of life at sea. 
It is tim e for som ething to b*1 done. 
Indeed, there have been justifiable surprise and anxiety over the ap p ar­ 
ent delay, with the M orro Castle and Mohawk disasters still tragic m em ­ 
ories. However, expert opinion has had to be sought and the practicabil­ 
ity of each rule canvassed. 
Ship owners and operators have had to be 
consulted. 
It is earnestly to be hoped that, w-ith all this, a sizable and 
m uch-needed dase of vigor and vigilance has been injected into the fed­ 
eral bureau of steam ship inspection. 
The regulations as prom ulgated show th at particular attention lias 
been paid, as it should b<\ to such problems as fire protection, the pro­ 
viding of adequate num bers of life belts, the sm oother and quicker 
launching of lifeboats, the installation of alarm systems and im prove­ 
m ent of the m eans of reliable com m unication between pilot house and 
engine room. 
All this is praisew orthy ; so also are the rigid exam ination 
and certification of all lifeboat m en and able seam en and the more rigid 
requirem ents concerning the instruction and the assignm ent of the crew to 
em ergency services. Am erican ships should be the safer for all these 
things and the standard of shipping generally ought to be improved by 
them . 
But the passengers them selves must not be overlooked; doubtless, 
when the rules are published in detail, it will be seen that this point is 
emphasized. 
Most assuredly it should be. 
If passengers ar< 
not in ­ 
structed as to how to put on life belts, if they are not given lifeboat 
and fire drills, all the other precautions may be for naught.
